ENFORCING SUNDAY LAws.—Ann 
Arbor’s new City Council at its first 
meeting, last Friday evening, passed a 
resolution directing the strict enforce- 
ment of the Sunday laws and the clos- 
ing of all places of business. The 
keeper of a fruit and cigar store was 
arrested for failing to obey the law. It 
is the intention of the new Mayor to 
close the livery stables, meat markets, 
and all other places, usually open on 
Sunday there, unless the closing ordi- 
nance is repealed. It is said that pub- 
lic sentiment does not sustain the 
Council’s action, and taking the vote 
of the city on the prohibition question 
as an indication of public sentiment, 
we may readily conclude that it will 
not. Ann Arborites who may have 
mourned because of this unexpected 
spasm of zeal and respect for the Sab- 
bath on the part of their officials, may 


console themselves with the reflection 


that the sinners of New York and 
Washington were their companions in 
sorrow last Sunday. In the former city 
strict orders were given to the police to 
close every saloon in the city, and in 
their efforts to carry out the order 156 
arrests were made. In Washington a 
similar order was made, applying to all 
lines of business, and it was quite gen- 
erally obeyed. F

Death of Don M. bbeaeohi 


Fatal Result of a an Accident on the Ball 
Field. 


A most deplorable accident, one that 
with its result has cast a shadow ot 
sorrow over our entire city and made 
sad and desolute indeed one recent 
happy home, was that which occurred 
at the fair grounds, last Saturday after- 
noon, in the course of a game of base 
ball. Among the many boys and 
young men who were watching with 
interest every movement of the game. 
was one Don M. Seymour, son of Mr. 
and Mrs, William B. Seymour of this 
city, and it was while thus engaged, ly- 
ing on the ground, twelve or fifteen 
feet from where the batsmen stood, 
that a bat slipped from the grasp of one 
of the players and struck him near the 
centre of the forehead. The force and 
shock of the awful blow stunned and 
dazed the poor boy and caused the 
blood to flow from his nose. He was 
placed in a carriage and taken to his 
home, where he was soon taken with 


spasms so severe that his physicians. 


thought his death must soon follow. 
During Saturday night and early Sun- 
day morning, he was seemingly some 
improved, and hopes that he might re- 
cover were entertained. A change for 
the worse occurred about noon Sunday, 
however, and no hopes were held from 
that time until the hour of his death, 
seven o’clock Monday morning. 

The funeral services occured in the 
Baptist church, commencing at two 
o’clock, yesterday afternoon, and were 
conducted by the pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Cheney, assisted by Prof. Daniel Put- 
manu and Rev. Frank Arnold. Beauti- 
ful floral emblems the gifts of the ball 
club of which Don was a member, of 
the Ann Arbor boys, with whom the 
boys of this city were playing when the 
accident occured, from the Sunday 
School class of which he was a mem- 
ber, from his schoolmates, and from 
others of Don’s personal friends and 
friends of the family, covered the 
front part of the pulpit and or- 
namented the casket. The Ann Ar- 
bor Male Quartette furnished the vocal 
music, which was very beautiful and 
appropriate. 

The scene in the church was a very 
sad one, yet it was also inspiring and 
helpful to the stricken hearts that so 
much needed inspiration and help. 
The lines of promise and peace, from 
the Book of Life, the pastor’s comfort- 
ing words, the teacher’s tender prayer, 
the large gathering of classmates, 
playmates and sympathizing friends, 
and the beautiful flowers, themselves 
the hizhest emblems of purity and love, 
left impressions and formed a. picture 
that will long remain in the hearts and 
minds of that saddened throng. 

The services were continued at the 
cemetery, and were participated in by 
the classmates of the deceased boy. 

Don was fifteen years, one month 
and eighteen days of age. He was 


| quite generally known in the city, be- 


ing of a lively, enthusiastic nature, 
and by all his death is regarded as a 
personal sorrow. 


Of all the many friends of the bright 
young boy the grief of none over the 
sad accident that caused his death, 
was more intense and earnest than was 
that of the young man, Lamont L 
Baker, in whose hands was the fatal] 
bat when it slipped and sped on its 
errand of death; and no feelings other 
than those of sympathy are felt for 
him by the family and friends of the 
boy whose life was taken through its 
results. ee

‘<Cornwell’s Dam Railroad.” 


That’s What Some People Call It, but It 
“Got There,’ Last Friday, with Neat- 
ness and Despatch—A Very [mport- 
ant Improvement, 


For some weeks, the project for a 
side-track to reach Parsons’ lumber 
yard, Deubel’s mill, and the Ypsilanti 
paper mill, had apparently lain dor- 
mant, and some had perhaps supposed 
it to be effectually blocked by the op- 
position that had been encountered up- 
on both of the proposed lines. It was 
therefore a genuine surprise to many 
people in the city, last Friday evening, 
to learn that a force of men had gone 
quietly but vigorously to work that 
morning, and before night had laid a 
track from the main track to Parsons’ 
yard, and delivered a car of lumber in- 
side the yard. Nobody but the very 
few interested had any knowledge of it 
when the gang of men began work 
about 9 o’clock Friday morning, laying 
down ties and raiis in Lincoln street, 
and they attracted so little attention in 
that secluded thoroughfare that few 
people were aware of the operations 
until the workmen reached the Con- 
gress street crossing, in the afternoon. 

It is said that there was riding in hot 
haste to Ann Arbor in quest of Judges 
and Sheriffs and all those necessary 
agencies for injunctions, none of which 
could be found in the county on that 
particular day; but we have been able 
to find nobody who rode to Ann Arbor 
in hot haste or in anything else that 
day. Certain it is that no obstacle was 
encountered, and the road reached the 
Parsons grounds before night. It was 
not a very good railroad at that time, 
but it was a railroad, and a train had 
passed over it in the regular course of 
business. The track has since been 
straightened and ballasted. It switch- 
es from the main track from the west. 
opposite Ferrier’s grounds, enters the 
curved opening of Lincoln street and 
follows that street south to Parsons’ 
grounds. That effectually closed the 
entrance to the north end of that street, 
and another street has been opened for 
an outlet, running west through one of 
Mr. Ferrier’s lots to River street, to be 
named Oakley street. 

The track will now be extended 
through the Parsons grounds, along 
the east bank of the river to the lower 
paper mill, and a spur from a switch in 
Parsons’ vad will run up to Deubel 
ros.’ flouring mill. The value of this 
improvement to the city will be more 
evident hereafter than it has yet been 
to a good many people; and we are sure 
that it is more important to the indus- 
trial and business interests of the city 
than anything that has been accom- 
plished in a long time before. It is ex- 
pected to be completed in about a 
month. The expense for right of way 
to the Paper Company is about $6000,. 
and to the railroad company for the 
track about $10,000. 


Yesterday, a special excursion train 
passed over the new track, consisting 
of the general superintendent’s private 
car and a passenger coach, bearing gen- 
eral superintendent Brown, division 
superintendent Sutherland, chief en- 
gineer Hawks, roadmaster Bailey, sur- 
veyor Torrey, attorney Whitman, and 
a party of visitors. The party ran 
down to the terminus in Parsons’ yard, 
and looked over the bank into the river. 
‘‘Cornwell’s Dam _ Railroad” is thus 
opened with no little aclaw. Mr. Corn- 
well thought he ought to be an officer 
of the new read, and the general super- 
intendent promptly appointed him 
treasurer, with the duty of paying the

MILK AT LESS THAN ONE CENT A QUART. 


Experiments have been made ‘at the 
Massachusetts agricultural experiment 
station to determine the cost of a quart 
of milk when feeding various kinds of 
food in different combinations. These 
consisted of bran, shorts, corn meal, 
gluten meal (the refuse from gluclose 
factories), hay, corn fodder, and corn 
ensilage. The result is reported as 
follows: -‘In feeding the bran, .or 
shorts, corn meal and gluten meal, 4} 
lbs. weight.of each were used. Two 
of the foods were also combined, mak- 
ing 64 lbs. to feed each cow daily, and 
at times a combination of three kinds 
was used, making 9% lbs. feed daily to 
each cow. The remaining food was 
either hay, dry corn fodder or corn 
ensilage. The highest amount of hay 
eaten by any cowin one day was 20 lbs., 
and no ensilage 55 lbs. The apparent 
bulk of the ensilage over the hay, as 
shown by weight, may be explained by 
the fact that the hay is dry while ensil- 
age is juicy. ‘The hig hest cost of milk 


per quart was froma liberal hay and 


grain feed, being 2.03 cents per quart. 
The milk produced at the lowest cost 
was from a moderate feeding of ensil- 
age and corn meal, and was but 0.83 
cents per quart It may be noticed, 
therefore, that a quart of milk produc- 
ed by feeding hay and grain cost as 
much as 2} quarts produced by feed- 
ing ensilage and corn meal, and so far 
as the quality of the milk was concern- 
ed under the various conditions of feed 
given, no serious alteration in its com- 
position was noticed.’’—WNationai Live 
Stock Journal.

ENDOWMENTS OF 


Many of the performances the 


| lower animals, if accomplished by men, 


would be regarded as indications of the 
possession of marvelous genius. In 
the brutes they are reg arded as the 
outcome of mere instinct, by which is 
meant .an endowment acting blindly 
ave incapable either of philosophic 
explanation or of modification. While 
the fact seems to be that instincts, as | 
they exist, are the result of inherited 
experiences accumulated through con- 
siderable periods of time; that they 
may be modified, and are constantly 
being modified by new experiences; 
that ‘they may be lost or replaced, and 
much more that we have still to learn, 
many of the instincts of animals are 
so far removed from any knowledge or 
faculty we possess that they are at 
present inexplicable. 

But man must learn to say, “I don’t 
know,” about a great many thin es still, 
instead of assuming the validity of ex- 
planations which are not true solutions 
at all, but mere assumptions. And at 
this point allow me to indicate a danger 
that should make us cautions and mod- 
est in attempting to explain the be- 
havior. of animals. We infer from our 
fellow-man’s behavior similarity of mo- 
tive and mental processes to our own un- 
der likecireumstances. We find the more 
sxperience we have, that we are often 
at fault as to both. And when we are 
more free fromthe thralldom of so- 
called systems and methods in education 
ve may learn that the activities of the 
human mind cannot be reduced in all 
persons to precisely the one plan, like 
so much clockwork. This may mar 
somewhat the completeness and beauty 
of our philosophy of education, but it 
may also in the end conduce to human 
progress by providing the greater free- 
dom, and end in insuring an individual- 
ity of character which seems to be now 
rapidly disappearing. 

Now, if individual men so 
psychie behavior, how much more is it 
likely that still greater differences 
hold the lower animals! An objection 
may be based, however, on this to the 
whole study ofcomparative psychology, 
but as we infer similarity of inner pro- 
cesses, so are we justified in the same 
as regards the lower animals, though 
it must be conceded somewhat less so. 
We must always be prepared to admit 
that there mav be psychic paths un- 
known and possibly unknownable to us 
in the realm of their inner life. But if 
we regard man as the ontcome of de- 
velopement through lower forms, ac- 
cording to variation with natural select- 
ion—in a word, ifa man is the final 
link in a long chain binding the whole- 
animal creation together, we have the 
greater reason for inferring that com- 
parative psychology and human psy- 
chology have common roots.—Popiular 
Science Monthly.

This arrangement of the counties 
suggests some features of the result 
that are not so obvious without it. Ev- 
ery one has seen, of course, that in the 
lower peninsula, in spite of Wayne 
county, the amendment had nearly four 
thousand majority, and that in the 
whole state outside of Wayne county it 
had nearly eighteen thousand; but it 
had not been so plainly seen, perhaps, 
that outside of nine Lake Huron coun- 
ties the state had given nearly six 
thousand majority for the amendment, 
in spite of Wayne, Monroe, Macomb, 
St. Clair, and the whole upper penin- 
sula. Leaving out Wayne county, 
which is exceptional because of the 
city of Detroit, and leaving out Mani- 
tou from which there are no reports, 
and we have fourteen east shore coun- 
ties voting 16,557 no, and fourteen west 
shore counties voting 8,180 yes—a very 
surprising difference. Omitting the 
entire shore belt, the vote of the thirty- 
nine interior counties of the lower pen- 
insula was about 115,000 yes, and 80,000; 
no; and the fifty-two interior and west 
shore counties, omitting Kent which 
contains Grand Rapids, voted nearly 
140,000 yes, and 90,000 no. The record 
of Washtenaw county is unexampled 
in the state. No other interior county 
gave any such vote. Was it the influ- 
ence of the University?

It was a hard alternative presented 
to Governor Hill of New York, wheth- 
er he should approve or veto the high 
license bill that passed the Legislature 
against the almost solid opposition of 


‘his party. Some paper well said that 


if he should sign it, it would kill him 
with his party, and if he should veto it, 
it would kill him with the people. In 
the one case he could not succeed in 
convention, and in the other case he 
could not succeed at the polls. As suc- 
cess in convention is the first thing to 
secure, as the necessary prelude to the 
final success, he looked first after that, 
and vetoed the bill. The third party 
prohibitionists and the saloons were 
united in opposition to the bill! They 
could not defeat its passage. The Gov- 
ernor has vetoed it in deference to the 
saloon influence, caring not a fig for 
the prohibitionists. We wonder if they 
now mingle their praises with those of 
the saloons, as they before did their 
protests.

wakened the earth. In France for! 
three centuries the almanacs inade the | 
vear begin at Easter, until Charles IX. 
made the year begin at January 1. In 
the Tower of London there is a royal 


pay-roll of Edward I., on which there | 


is an entry of eighteen pence for 400 
colored and pictured Easter eggs, with 
which the people sported. In Russia, 
slaves were fed and alms were dis- 
tributed on.

_ Eec.esiastical councils met at Pon- 
tus, at Gaul, at Rome, at Achaia to 
decide the particular day, and after a 
controversy, more animated than gra- 
cious, decided it, and now through all 
Christendom, in some way, the first 
Sunday after the full moon which hap- 
pens upon or next after March 21 is 
tilled with Easter rejoicing. 

The Royal Court of the Sabbaths is 
made up of fifty-two. Fifty-one are 
princes in the royal household, but 
Easter is queen. She wears a richer 
diadem and always a more jeweled 
scepter, and in her smile nations are 
irradiated. Unusually welcome this 
year, because of the harsh winter and 
tne late spring, she seems to step out 
of the snowbank rather than the con- 
servatory, come out of the North in-. 
stead of the South, out of the Arctic 
rather than the tropics, dismounting 
from the icy equinox, but weleom 2 
this queenly day, holding high up in 
her right hand the wrenched-off bolt 
of Christ’s sepulchre, and holding high 
ub in her left hand the key to all the 
cemeteries in Christendom. 

Itis an exciting thing to see an 
army routed and flying. They run 
each other down. ‘They scatter every- 
thing valuable in the track. Upwheel- 
ed artillery, hoof of horse on breast of 
wounded and dying man. 
read of the French falling back from 
Sedan, or Napoleon’s track of 90,000 
corpses in the snow banks of Russia. 
or of the retreat of our own armies 
from Manassas, or of the five Kings 
tumbling over the rocks of Bethoran 
with their armies, while 
storms of heaven and the swords of 
Joshua’s host struck them with their 
fury. 

In my text is a worse discomfiture. 
It seems that a black giant proposed to 
conquer the earth, He gathered for 
his host all the aches and pains and 
malarias and cancers and distempers 
and epidemics of theages. He march- 
ed them down, drilling them in the 
northeast wind and amid the slush o¢ 
fempests. He threw up barricades o 
grave mounds. He pitched tent of 

charnel house. Some of the troops 
marched with slow tread. commanded 
by consumptions,some in double quick, 
commanded by pneumonias.. Some he 
took by long besiegement of evil habit, 
and some by one stroke of the battle 
axe of casualty. With bony hand he 
pounded at the door of hospitals and 
sick rooms, and won all the victories 
in all the great battle fields of all the 
five continents. Forward march, the 
conqueror of conquerors, and all the 

generals and commanders-in-chief, and 
all presidents and kings and sultans 
and czars drop under the feet of his 
war charger. 

But one Christmas night his an- 
tagonist was born. As most of the 
plagues and sicknesses and despotisms 
come out of the East, it was appro- 
priate that the new conqueror should 
come out of the same quarter. Power 
is given him to awaken all the fallen 
of ail the centuries and of all lands, 
and marshal them against the black 
giant. Fields have already been won, 
but the last day of the world’s ex ist- 
ence will see the decisive battle. When 
Christ shall lead forth his two brigades, 
the brigade of the risen dead, and the 
brigade of the celestial host, the black 
giant will fall back, and the brigade 
from the riven sepulchres will take 
him beneath, and the brigade of de- 
scending immortals will take him from 
above, and death shall be swallowed up 
in victory. 

The old braggart that threatened the 
conquest and demolition of the planet 
has lost his throne, has lost his scepter, 
has lost his palace, has lost his prest ge, 
and the one word written over all the 
gates of mausoleum and catacomb and 
Necropolis; on cenotaph and sarcoph- 
agus, on the lonely khan of the 
Aretie explorer and on the catafalque 

of great cathedral; written in capitals 
of “azalea and calla lily, written in 
musical cadence, written in doxology 
of great assemblages; written on the 
sculptured door of the family vault, is 
“victory”. Coronal word, embannered 
word, apocalyptic word, chief word of 
the triumphal arch under which con- 
querors return. 

You and Ido not want our bodies 
returned as they are now. We want 
to get rid of all their weaknesses and 
all their susceptibilities to fatigue, and 
all their slowness of locomotion. They 
will be put through a chemistry of soil 
and heat and cold and changing sea- 
sons, out of which God will recon- 
struct them as much better than they 
are, now asthe body of the rosiest and 
healthiest child that bounds over the 
lawn at Prospect Park is better than 
the sickest patient in Bellevue Hos- 
pitai.. 

But as to our soul, we will cross 
right over, not waiting for obsequies, 
independent of obituary, into a state 
in every way better, with wider room 
and velocities beyond computation; 
the dullest of us into companionship 
with the very best soirits in their very 
best mood, in the very parlor of the 
universe, the four walls burnished and 
paneled and pictured and glorified 
with all the splendors that the infinite 
God in all the ages has been able to 
invent... Victory! 

This view of course makes it of but 
little importance whether we are cre. 
mated or sepultured. If the latter is 
dust to dust, the former is ashes to 
ashes. If any prefer incineration let 
them have it without caricature. The 
world may become so crowded that 
cremation may be universally adopted 
by law as well as by general consent.
